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rhage, and in most cases clear picture* were obtained. For operations for tho 
removal of vcaic-il tumors through suprapubic incision tho bladder etas 
treated with a 1:1000 solution, and tho onllro tumor with its baso could 
generally bo removed without the slightest hemorrhago j but, since a dilata¬ 
tion follows the constriction, tho raw areas must ho carefully cautorltcd If 
they aro not approximated by suture. Adrenalin Is also of great value In 
urethral stricturo and prostallc hyjvcrtrophy whero sounding and catheter- 
Izing are diilicult, since a shrinkage of tho inucoua membrane will follow and 
the canal will materially widen.— HVrnrr tlinUche Wochtiuchrtft, 1902, No. 
31,8.787. 

Therapeutical Properties of Lachnanthes Tlnctorla.-Du. J. A. (Uhii- 
NKR has Investigated tho properties of tho lachnanthes herb, which has been 
lauded as a specific for consumption, lie finds it to consist largely of a 
resinous principle and some body which is precipitated by lead aubacetato 
and is solublo in water. Further, so small a dose as a drachm of an aqueous 
solution of the material obtained by alcoholic extraction of tho plant Is 
sufficiently powerful to kill guinea-pigs, while doses varying from 12 to 85 
minims of tho same solution do not exert any inhibitory action upon tho 
progress of tuberculosis, but rather seem to hasten it.—Acinev/, 1902, No. 
4115, p. 72. 

Thorapoutlo Application of Bodlum Olnnamate.— Dr. Ort.RRRT Moroah 
says that tho therapeutic application of tho sodium clnnnmato has been 
rendered practicable by tho discovery that this salt dissolves In glycerin to 
form a clear solution which can bo easily manipulated in tho hypodermic 
syringe. This preparation is more reliable than the emulsions usually advo¬ 
cated, innsmuch os no alteration of the salt occurs. The solution Is prepared 
by heating dry, powdered sodium clnnamato with tho puro solvent at a tem¬ 
perature of 350" F., and lu this way from 10 to 11 per cent, solutions aro 
readily obtained. It is important that tho salt should bo finely subdivided 
in order to shorten tho heating process, which might otherwise lead to decom¬ 
position of tho glycerin. Tho glycerin Is otherwise admirably adopted for 
subcutaneous use,—/since/, 1902, No. 4115, p, 66. 

Treatment of Tuberculous Laryngitis.— Dr. L. UIstiii saya that desplto 
tho apparently hopeless condition of, patients suffering from tuberculous 
laryngitis there Is much that can bo dono for them to nllcvlato their suffer¬ 
ing Tho remedies generally employed for tuberculosis arc In place, espe¬ 
cially slnco tho affection of tho larynx Is, In by far tho most eases, secondary 
to pulmonary disease. As a broad statement it may be said that the prog¬ 
nosis Is fair If tho patients still are robust and without fover, if tho process 
in the lungs Is not far advanced, and If tho changes In the larynx aro cir¬ 
cumscribed and without tendency to spread along tho surfaco or into tho 
depths. In small ulcers, cicatrization may result after tho uso of 60 to 80 per 
cent, of lactic acid, with or without previous scarification. Tho uso of tho 
single or double curctto is often followed by success, tho reaction being, as 
a rule, but slight. Oalvanocautcry also has Its advantages, tho sharp point 
being Introduced into tho Infiltrated areas during Intorvalsof ton days. This

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may be supplemented by the application of trichloracetic acid. It is impor¬ 
tant to individualize and not to uso radical measures in advanced eases, but, 
exceptionally, severe cases will heal and mild cases will advance. Where a 
cure cannot bo hoped for, the treatment must bo limited to the inhalation of 
disinfectants and the application of cocaine for pain. Where swallowing is 
difficult', food must be taken in the horizontal position with hanging head, 
and asphyxia may make a tracheotomy necessary.— Ctntralblalt/ur getamte 
Therapit, 1902, Heft viii. 8. 449. 

Camphor In Morphine Habit.—D r. J. Hofmann states that in many 
respects the physiological actions of morphine and camphor nro diametrically 
opposed, and this lias led him to try tho latter in chronic morphine poison¬ 
ing, with tho astonishing result that tho usual severe symptoms on with¬ 
drawing tho drug were almost entirely missed. Not only was there a decided 
antagonistic action, but sedatives, such as trional and dormiol, were found 
to net much better with camphor than when given alone. The treatment is 
supplemented by tho use of validol and electric baths, and there is no 
dnngcrof causing either camphor or validol habit.— Therapeuthche MonnU 
tht/fe, 1902, Heft vil. 8. 331. 

Treatment of Early Mental Oases.— Dr. F. 8. Toogoop states that many, 
especially functional, mental diseases nro nmdo worso by Improper manage¬ 
ment In the early stages, especially when ono considers that temporary 
Insanity may disappear after n few days of proper treatment, such as by the 
removal of abdominal tumors, or by tho cure of various bodily affections, or 
alcoholism. Tho latter is tho most frequent single cause of tills typo of 
insanity, and iU most familiar forms arc delirium tremens and dementia, 
which may bo completely cured in from one to nix months. Mnnia may 
liavo its origin directly in alcoholism or may develop subsequently to delirium 
tremens or dementia. Many sensory disturbances nro also common. The 
author's confidence in tho curability of most of these eases has led him to 
request tho authorities to permit hospital rRther than asylum treatment, since 
tho stigma of hnving been in an insnno asylum reacts upon all by preventing 
permanent and lucrative employment in man and marriage in woman.— 
I/tncef, 1902, No. 4115, p. 70. 

Persistent Hiccough.— Dr. William McDonald says tho osscntial 
feature of persistent hiccough is sudden, involuntary contraction of tho dia¬ 
phragm. Simultaneously there Is cloauro of the glottis, producing the char¬ 
acteristic sound. Ar to tho predisposing condition, it can be said that any 
caso in which thero is increased general nervous irritability might be easily 
complicated by moro or less persistent hiccough; that nny local disorder 
which might extend to or becomo contingent upon nny portion of tho phrenic, 
its centres, or immediately related afferent nerves, such as the gastric 
branches of tho vagus, may be said to offer special liability; that abnormal 
conditions In certain distant parts may constitute ft predisposition; finally 
that, inasmuch ns every reflex act prepares the way for its own repetition and 
that nervo force expends Its energy along paths of least resistance, each 
attack intensifies tho predisposition. Of tho general conditions, hysteria and
